Each garage should be sold 
with, and entered on the deeds of, a specific 
dwelling. (iv) The Vicarage, Earls Lane - revised 

proposal to demolish existing vicarage, erect a 

new one and provide new access. Intrusively 

close to neighbouring property; should be all- 
stone, not brick-comered. (v) Primary School, 

Earls Lane - single storey extension at rear to 

provide 2 classrooms, resource area, cloak 

spaces, plus intemal alterations. Doors of 
extension would open on to a parking area 

(wrongly shown on drawing as a playground); 

building line altered; changed appearance of 

front of School (not shown on drawing); 


objections from parishioners. PC to demand a 


coherent _and fully informative presentation of all 
proposed changes to the school/vicarage 
complex, with special attention to the safety of 


children. (vi) Chapman's Lane - erection of single 
dwelling behind no 2, plus access. Backland 
development against PC policy; incorrect 
boundary plan; intrusive to neighbours; additional 
traffic; acquisition of residents’ land; neighbours 
object. (vii) Deddington Mill Cottage, off Milton 
gated road - 2 storey side extension. Drawings do 
not show considerable extensions already made, 
nor the adjacent mili house; new development 
would be obtrusive, and could readily be sited 
elsewhere; neighbour (there is only one) objects. 
CDC to be informed of PC's concem that many 
planning applications have incorrect, incomplete 
or misleading drawings. 

Late applications (viii) Johnson's Yard, - fell 2 
holly, 3 ash, 1 sycamore, and coppice 3 hazel. 
No objection, if CDC aboralist agrees, and felled 
trees are replaced. (ix) Castle End - new dormers, 
intemal alterations. No objection, subject to CDC 
conservation and listed approvals.

DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Annual Parish Meeting, 3 May 2000 About 18 
members of the public, and nearly as many 
councillors, heard chairman Jim Flux remind us 
that no decisions can be made at an APM, which 
is essentially an opportunity for the public to ask 
questions, comment and make suggestions. 

He spoke briefly on the highlights of the year (all 
of which have been reported in The Deddington 
News). The Low-Cost Housing Scheme is well 
under way, the 10-minute Open Forum is 
successful, a start has been made on the Clifton 
footpath, and the "development threat" has been 
held at bay (so far). 

The Millennium programme has had _its 
successes - New Year's Eve celebrations, 
Cemetery gate, Daeda’s Wood, the Map Group - 
and a few failures. Grants have been given to 
students, the Library for books, the Windmill 
Centre for roof improvements, the Youth Club, 
Map Group, football Colts, Hempton Church Hall 
and local charities like Katharine House. Village 
funds have been managed prudently. 

PC Bob Donohue said the parish still has a 
relatively low crime rate, though it did go up in 
1999, for the first time in 4 years. The main 
problems were criminal damage, chiefly at the 
Windmill Centre, and thefts from motor vehicles. 
Leaving valuables in cars encourages crime. 


Colin Carrott, Area Engineer, Environmental 

Services, OCC, told us that because of shortage 

of funds, only about one in a hundred requests 

for assistance has any hope of succeeding. 

Deddington has a good safety record, and 

therefore low priority. Nevertheless, there will be 

improvements this year at the crossroads, the 

Ears tLane/Banbury Road junction, and 

Hempton pinch point. Next year's review of all 

speed limits in Cherwell will include Deddington, 

Clifton and Hempton. Low-cost visual measures 

are being pursued. Radical solutions to parking 

problems may need to be found, but parking 

improvements can be costly and rarely affect the 

accident rate. 

Points from the floor - The ban on parking in the 
Holly Tree lay-by should be reviewed. Obstructive 
parking in the Daedings is dangerous. Residents’ 
parking schemes would need policing. A 30m 
stretch of pavement is needed at the Hempton 
pinch point. Hudson Street should be one-way. 
The cost of bringing in new traffic orders is 
unreasonably high. Mr Carrott undertook to follow 
up these points. 

Discovering Deddington - Mary Robinson, 
designer and co-editor of the Map Group's new 
book, presented copy No 1 to the Parish Council 
Chairman.

She was present to represent him, as was Mrs. Jo Mace to represent her husband, Dr. Mace. After Jim Flux’s 
opening remarks Donald Welford spoke briefly about the need to provide proper storage for the Parish 
archives. Bob Stephens then dedicated the Roll and paid a special tribute to Douglas Ward whose initiative 
as Chairman in purchasing the site of the Windmill School for the village has given us the facilities at the 
Community Centre and the means to make grants to village societies and to those going on to further 
education and to maintain a village steward.

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH 
MAGAZINES 
In his 1879 New Year’s address, Thomas Boniface, the 
new incumbent of SS Peter & Paul, wrote “One change 
.. is a Parish magazine which I hope will be a welcome 
visitor at every house. It will be published monthly, 
price 2d, and will contain wholesome and religious 
reading suitable for English churchpeople; a record of 
Church work and other events of interest in connection 
with the Parish.” 
12 months later we tead: “The Parish Magazine, which 
now has a circulation of 160 copies monthly, does not 
nearly pay its way.. the Vicar is a considerable loser by 
it. Some alterations, therefore, in the cover may have to 
be made next year..” 
The Magazine, printed at Deddington Post Office by J. 
Wetton, General Printer, Stationer, Bookseller, Linnen 
and Wollen Draper & seller of China, Glass and 
Earthenware, survived until 1893 when News from the 
Parish became part of the Deanery Magazine. I like to 
think that the Vicar’s purse was saved by the increasing 
use of advertisements which began to appear in the 
publication, of which my favourite proclaims: “The 
Great Family Medicine Of The Age ! Whelpton’s 
Vegetable Purifying Pills & Vegetable Stomach 
Pills, which are particularly suited to weakly persons, 
being exceedingly mild and gradual in their operation, 
importing tone and vigour to the Digestive Organs.” 
Just what the Duplicating Team of today’s Deddington 
News needs before printing the 1020 monthly copies !

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ON THE FARM 


Here we go again! Once more this shortsighted government of 
ours has plunged a knife into the back of British agriculture by i 
failing to enforce its own rules and safeguards on GM crops and seed purity standards. 
Surely with all the public concern over GM crops commercial seed from the countries 
known to grow GM crops should not have been imported until our own evaluation trials 
have been completed. Under ‘EC rules for acreage payments oil seed rape seed must 
come from certified varieties. Each bag of seed should have a label stating where and 
when the seed was produced, the variety, and the certifying authority. All labels must 
be kept and produced when the inspector calis. So no doubt some bright spark will be 
digging about in the bowels of the MAFF trying to find a way of not paying the acreage 
payment on the crops planted with contaminated seed which, as the certifying authority, 
they certified. But now that the media attention is fully focused on Cherie and her calf 
the Ministry will have time to get the spin doctors to think up some excuses. But there 
again, doctors are the only profession allowed to bury their mistakes. 

Despite the cold wet blackthorn winter the crops seem to be doing well. Our non-GM 
contaminated oil seed rape has dropped most of its flowers and is well in pod. The 
winter beans are well in flower and the winter wheat is just coming into ‘boot’ (just 
before the ear emerges). 

The meadows have now dried up enough for the sheep to go back and the ewes will 
soon have to be trimmed out ready for shearing. The little lambs have at last started to 
improve after the long wet and cold spell but it will be some 2-3 weeks before any are 
ready for market and by then the prices will have dropped still further. 

The lambing paddocks have ali been given a dressing of nitrogen and ‘shut up’ for hay 
making. The bees got off to a bad start this year: the warm March got them going and 
the cold April finished them off and | am left with only 12 working hives. But for the 
first time on record | have taken honey off in May and picked up a swarm. 

| am pleased to say that all our spring visitors have returned. We have |0 pairs of 
swallows nesting in the buildings, the workshop robin is back and a pair of adders has 
been seen sunbathing by Bowmans Bridge.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of June 1850: 
2nd JUNE - Poor Wells the Grocer was buried. 

17th JUNE - Took the train to London where we stayed at Hatchetts Hotel. . 

18th JUNE - Started off to hear Dr. Pusey preach at the new Church of St. Barnabas, Pimlico, in which 
we did not succeed - numbers being unable to obtain an entrance into the Church - nobility and M.P.s 
among them. Returned home disappointed. 

20th JUNE - Went to breakfast with the Bishop of London - he was as usual most kind. The Queen held 
an overflowing drawing room on this the 11th anniversay of her accession to the throne. In the evening 
she was present at the Opera. We went to the Opera - Shakespeare's play The Tempest being 
performed. 

27th JUNE - Heard from my brother requesting me to execute a certain lease relative to Appletree 
Farm, in this Parish, under Christ Church, Oxford, and purchased by me some years ago with other 
properties of Churchill's assignees. 


THE WAY WE TRAVELLED 

In 1849, Great Western Railway express trains left Oxford on weekdays at 4.2pm and arrived at 
Paddington at 5.25pm, a journey time of 1 hour 23 minutes. "London time is kept, 5'2 min. before 
Oxford", reported the North Oxfordshire Monthly Times, which was published from Deddington Market 
Place on the first Tuesday of the month by John Samuel Hiron. 

After 150 years of technology, today's journey by high-speed train is only 21 minutes quicker.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE HOTEL 
Fire Calls. It is 2 months since I last reported on fire calls, during which time we have received 23 calls 
which were: 1 lorry fire, 3 chimney fires, 2 kitchen fires, 1 fire at Fine Lady Bakeries, 2 barn fires, 1 

road traffic accident, 1 fire at North Oxfordshire School of Art, 2 calls to cats up trees, 1 call to a faulty 
boiler flue which was allowing fumes to escape, 1 call to a blocked flue causing fumes to enter the 
house, 1 false alarm, and 7 calls to stand by at other stations or motorway junctions, bringing the current 
total to 51 calls. 

Calls of Interest. During 32 years in the Fire Service I had never been called to a cat up a tree until 6th 
April, and then lo and behold on 7th May we were called to another one. Another unusual call was a 
blocked flue from an AGA cooker which caused fumes to activate a carbon monoxide detector. Upon 
investigation we found the flue was blocked not only by a jackdaw’s nest, we also removed 4 dead 
jackdaws. We received a call late one night to a kitchen fire where a toaster had malfunctioned and set 
fire to the worktop. Fortunately one of the occupiers was still up and able to wake up another resident, 
otherwise we could have been faced with 2 casualties. There were no smoke detectors in the premises. 
For the sake of the cost of a couple of smoke detectors, under £10.00, the 2 residents might have lost 
their lives. _—
